I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual 


Report  for  the  year  1947 


In  my  last  Annual  Report ,  I  drew  attention 


to  the  hardship  on  those  old  persons  living  alone  who 
have  to  exist  on  the  meagre  rations  available  and  had 
hoped,  that ?  as  a  result ,  some  amelioration  might  have 
been  allowed  but  such  has  not  been  forthcoming..  However, 
where  legislation  has  failed  humanity  has  stepped  in  in 
the  shape  of  very  generous  gift  parcels  which  contain 
many  tilings  the  purchase  of  which  would  be  quite  outside 
the  means  of  the  recipients. 


Midnight  of  the  5th  of  this  month 


saw  the  commencement  of  the  National  Health  Service  but 
we  have  been  warned,  by  the  Minister  of  Health  not  to 
expect  all  the  provisions  of  the  Act  to  be  implement  r! 
forthwith.  Those  of  us  who  are  locking  forward  to  an 
immediate  issue  of  such  things  as  false  teeth,  artificial 
limbs,  glass  eyes,  hearing  and  sight  aids,  gener  al 
surgical  appliances  etc,  etc.  will  probably  be 
disappointed  for  the  supply  is  not  likely  to  meet 
the  demand.  I  had  quite  expected  that  after  the  5th 
I  should  cease  to  be  your  Medical  Officer  but  have  been 
informed  that  I  must  carry  on  as  up  to  now  no  one  has  been 
bold  enough  to  take  it. 


Socially  in  this  area,  the  activities  in  this 


direction  are  much  as  in  previous  years  .  There  are  two 

things  however  which  are  still  missing  and  which  are 
essentials  I  refer  to  a,public  hall  and  a  playing  field. 
I  first  stressed  the  necessity  for  the  former  in  my 
annual  report  for  1935  and  for  many  years  have  strongly 
advocated  the  latter.  It  Is  satisfactory  to  know  that 
for  some  time  past  steps  have  been  taken  with  regard  to 
the  provision  of  a  hall  -  but  could  it  not  be  expedited?.
